J. H Neven and M. T. Coates, who 


returned from Tonopah night before 
last, speak very enthusiastically about 
the new camp 
They ascended to the 


350-foot level of the Tonopah Mining 
Company's 
property 
and 
passed 


through drifts 1500 feet in the Miz- 
pah property. They say that the val- 
ues appeared to be high-grade through- 
out the entire length of the drifts.

" HERE AND THERE" departmentof the Bookman 
is a very striking paper on "The Political Situation," 


by H. M. P.—striking be cause of its free lance quality 
and keenness of cut, its frank admission and-its bold 
claims. The -writer essays the role of critic, judge, pro- 
phet and satirist, and appears with 
brilliancy in each 


capacity. He tells us President Roosevelt is honest, vague 
and green, that he thinks he will do something against the 
trusts, but that he has no clear conception of his own 
aims and that he can expect nothing in the way of aid 
from his own party. 
"His own honesty and sincerity," 


writes H. M. P., "are precisely what is deceiving the ma- 
jority of the American people. 
For this majority will 


elect him to succeed himself because they believe in his 
intentions, and do not stop to question his capacity for 
transforming these intentions into facts." 


The writer declares the certainty of Roosevelt's nomi- 


nation and election but prophesies a Republican downfall 
In 1908 when the issues will be the same opposition to the 
tariff and the trusts and the futility of Roosevelt's efforts, 
will be recognized. "Then," the article goes on to say, 
"the great trust issue will be fought with blades of steel 
and not with swords of tin." 
It seems to us that the 


writer here minimizes unduly what the American people 
should be able to learn in the next two years. If Roose- 
velt is honest, as we will concede, and if he has realized, as 
the writer tells us in the paper, that very little can be ex- 
pected from Congress, surely by the time he again stands 
aa a candidate before the people, that people should be 


• able to realize finally what H. M. P. emphatically States, 
that no Republican will ever touch the trusts. 
As to the 


constitutional amendment, we assume that no importance 
whatever attaches to that sugegstlon. 


The article arraigns the Democratic party as the stu- 


pid party, and in running over the campaigns from the 
Civil War to 1900, it cannot be denied that the mistakes of 
the Democracy loom up significantly. Political mistakes, 
like personal blunders, however, have not the power to ruin 
solely and apart from other influences and causes, and we 
may feel assured that no one of the errors so jauntly poin- 
ed out in this paper brought the Democratic party to defeat 
at any time.

The Ren Wheelmen's Clu*. one of 


the stiongest an* most popular athlet- 
ic organizations in the' State of Ne- 
vada, and I- might say on the cos«t, 
has undertaken the erection of a large 
and up-to-date club house on Chestnut 
street, between First and Second. The 
new club house will be the first of »t» 
kind ever erected in the State, and wHl 
contain everything possible 
for the 


comfort and convenience of the mem- 
bers. 


The building proper will be 140 feet 


long and 70 feet wide, including a large 
substantial porch on the front 12 feet 
wide by 36 feet long. The front por- 
tion of the building will be two stories 
high, and extend back 24 feet. In this 
portion of the building will be the 
meeting room, card room, pool and bil- 
liard rooms, bath rooms 
and ladles 


dressing room. 
, 


Upon entering; the hall from the front 


door one finds himself In a large hall 
way. 
12 by 24 feet. 
A door to 
the 


right will admit you to the regular 
business meeting room and library, 
where the members can go and find all 
the leading dailies of the coast, Includ- 
ing all the home papers, and the prom-. 
Inent magazines and periodicals, such 
as Munsey's, McClures, Harper's Week- 
ly, Outing, Cosmopolitan, Review of 
Reviews. Success, Judge, Puck, Col- 
lier's Weekly, Scientific American, etc. 
A good sized 
library, formerly the 


property of Mr. and Mrs. Maynard, 
adorns the reading rooms, and is very 
extensively used by the members, al- 
though it is slightly out of date. 
It 


is hoped that many additions will be 
made to the library when the club is 
installed in its new Quarters. The di- 
mensions of this room are 24 by 25 
feet. 


To the left from the hall are situated 


one large dressing room and six small- 
er ones to be used in connection with 
the plunge bath. 
The plunge will be 


20 by 40 feet, adjoining the bath rooms, 
and will have a concrete bottom on a 
gradual slope from three feet to seven 
feet deep. This depth can be raised to 
eight feet or lowered to four or five 
as desired. The water, for the present, 
will be heated by a large heater situ- 
ated in the basement 
adjoining the 


tank. Later on it is the intention of the 
club to bore for hot water In conjunc- 
tion with the Nevada club, which ad- 
joins the Wheelmen property on the 
south. The tank will be supplied with 
swinging ropes, etc., to assist 
the 


new beginners in learning to swim. 


A large stairway also leads from the 


entrance hall to the second floor, where 
are situated the pool and billiard room, 
28 by 24 feet, on the right, and on the 
left the card room, 21 by 24 feet. When 
the hall is being used for a dance the 
billiard room will be turned over to 
the gentlemen as a hat room, and the 
card room, with laboratory attached, 
will be used by the ladles as their hat 
and cloak room, and will be fitted up 
with looking glasses and other con% 
veniences. 


The main entrance to the dance hall 


and gymnasium is also from the main 
hallway. The dimensions of the dance 
hall will be 107 feet long by 50 feet 
wide, with floor of the finest maple to 
be obtained. 
Exit from the hall can 


also be made through a large double 
door in the west end or by a side door 
on the north, which makes exit per- 
fectly safe in case of i.re. This por- 
tion of the building is but one story, 
ceiling 20 feet high, with a plain truss 
ceiling. This hall will be by far 
the 


largest dance hall In the State, and 
will fill a long felt want in that line. 


A door to the left will admit you t» 


the banquet hall, 65 by 20 feet, with a 
kitchen adjoining on the west 12 by 20 
feet. 
The bano.uet hall and kitchen 


will be supplied with tables, stove and 
cooking utensils, and will be modern 
m every respect. 


A balcony 7 feet wide and running 


the whole length of the dance hall will 
afford much pleasure to those who 
merely go to look on. It will be on 
the south side of the hall. 


The basement will be 48 by 20 feet, 


and will be used as a store room for 
fuel and contain the furnace which 
will heat the water for the tank and 
supply the steam for the radiators,with 
which the building will be supplied. 


The thirty feet to the south of the 


building will be used for outdoor ex- 


Tent to the stockholders for the use of 
the hall, and in that way the money 
invested will draw a good rate of In- 
terest for the stockholders. In the 
neighborhood of five thousand dollars 
have already been subscribed.one thou- 
sand of which has been taken by Mr. 
Nenvlands. The youngest stockholder 
Is Harry Scheellne, the club's enter- 
prising little mascot, who has ridded 
the opening event of all the races the 
club has won with the exception of the 
one at 
Sacramento two years ago. 


Harry is but nine years of age, but he 
holds seventy-five shares of Wheelmen 
atoclc. 


The work of the club house is well 


under way; the" foundation has been 
completed and the Carpenters are now 
at work. The building will be turned 
over to the Wheelmen some time in 
February.
